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HE firft Account of this Salt was pub- 
* lifhed by my Father, Dr. Cur. Packs, 
in that Memorable Year 1683: A fecond 
Edition of it canre out in 1694, anda 
third Account was givenof it ina Book he publifhed 
in the Year 1708, entituled Medela Chymica. He 
was the Tranflator of Glauber’s Works, and wrote 
feveral Tra&s in Phyfic and Chymifiry, of no little 
Ufe to the Age he liv'd in. His Skill in preparing 
Genuine, S pagyrical Medicines in deplorable Cafes, 
efpecially his Probity and Judgement, in admini-~ 
ftring them, and his undiftinguifh’d Humanity to 
Mankind were fo well known and acknowledged 
by all that knew him, as they ftill are by his fur- 
viving Friends ; that I may eafily excufe my felf 
the Province of delineating him in in his full Chas 
racter. AllI fhall fay is, that I fhould be very glad 
to be carried with fo good aone to my Grave. 

As he would advance nothing but what he knew, 
or firmly believed to be Matter of Fad, concerning 
this orany other of his Medicines, fo have I, Many 
more Virtues than are here enumerated, might 
juftly be aferib’d to this Benign Salt; but I forbear. 
to put them in one View together, becaufe thofe 
who ought to know better, have given the unthink- 
ing a Prejudice againit any Medicine offer’d as ufe- 
ful in many Cafes as Ovackifh, tho’ it never was 
resommended (or is now) inany Cafe, but thofe 
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wherein purging is yeceffary or proper: And as to 
its gencral Agreeablenefs to all Conftitutions and 
Ages, IE my felf can anfwer tor that ; having never 
obierved nor heard of (after 24 Years intimate Ace 

- quaintance with the Ufe of it) the leaft Difadvant- 
age attending any one Perfon from the taking it, 
In a Gure or two hiftoris’d in the Tra&, Mention 

js made of fome other Medicines adminiftred with 
the Salt, an Account of which has been publifhed ~ 
in Medela Chymica, which is now out of Print, and 
therefore with all Expedition fhall be republifhed 
with Additions, that fo many valuable Medicines 
may not be loft to the Republic of Phyfic, nor the 
Author’s Expe@ation ungratefully fruftrated, in 
committing the Promulgation of them to my Care 
and Induftry. :

by a Syringe twice or thrice a Day, and a Rag © 
thrice or four times double, well wetted in- 
the fame to be applied outwardly ; and by this | 
Ccurfe, the Piles by degrees, dwindle and 
fhrink up like dry’d Grapes. This Courfe | 
hath never fail’d me ; but hath been effectual. 
even when the Piles have been inveterate and 
fiftulated. To thofe who are fubjeét to the | 
Files, L advile the daily Ufe of my Volath 
Spirtt of Sale, inalltheir Drink, tothe quan — 
tity of thirty or forty Drops aday ; it is fa 
better in this Difeafe than any Diet-drink, |

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In Virulent Ghonorrheas or Claps, I give firft 
‘fix Drams of the Salt diffolyed in fair Water 
in Summer, or in a Pint of warm Poflet- 
drink in Winter, ordering the Patient to drink 
another Pint within an Hour after, then | 
give half an Ounce fo diffolv’d every Morn- | 
ing, in a Pint of the Vehicle, continuing it till 
all the Heat and Sharpnefs is gone, and the 
Gleet fit to be ftopt, which fometimes will be _ 
in a Week, fometimes a Fortnight or three 
Weeks, according as it is of shorter or longer 
ftanding, or the Difeafifying Power milder 
or ftronger; for it pleafantly and effeétually 
educeth the venereal Venom, purifieth the 
Seed, and ftrengthneth the Spermatick Vef- 
fels. But when the Iifuing is fit to be ftopt, I 
give my Bal/amum ad Ghonorrhaam every — 
Night at going to Bed, from twenty to forty 
Drops, mixt with alittle Sugar, and halfan 
Ounce of the Salt every other Morning, 
But where a Ghonerrhea hath not been taken 
in Time, or hath been unduly ftopt, fo that 
it be turned into an incipient Pox, and I fiad 
by giving fix or feven Dofes of the Salt that 
it cannot reach it, then i have recourfe to 
_ purging and fweating, alternately with my 
_ Aftrum Mereurti, and Aurum vite Bezoardi- 
cum, Which ulually effects the Cure to Satif= 
fattion. But in a Ghonorrbea unduly ftopt 
(known forthe moft part at the firft, by a 
painful Tumour in the Groin) when it hath 
not exceeded a Month, three, four or five 
 Dofes.of this Salt will fet it a running again, 
and 
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and afterwards cure it, being ufed as above 
withthe Baliam,; but in longer time J have 
knowa fome wio jae fallen into the Hands 
of Men, either unskilial in this Matter, o: 
worle, who nave endcavour’d to difcuf 
thofe VFumours, which themfelves have 
made, by their unreaton ble ftopping of a 
Ghonurrhea , and have fometimes «ff tted it 
fo well, as when the Patient hath thonght 
himtch cured of a Ciap, he hath foon after 
~been attacked by the symptoms of.a Pox, 
ani io the laft Error of the Phyfician was 
-wore than the firft. 

In the Cholic or Griping of the Guts, where 
there is great Pain, I dittolve fix Drams or 
three quarters of an Ounce'of the Salt ina 
Quart of hot Spring-water, and order the Pa- 
tient to drink three: or four Glaifes in the 
Space of halt an Hour, as hot as he can: But 
if there be vomiting, let it be drank more lei- 

- furely, viz. a quarter ofa Pint once in a quar 
ter or an Hour, till the Vomiting ceafe, then 
take notice how much of the Medicine hath 
been vomited up, and give fo much again, 
that the Patient may have the full Dofe. If 
inthe Water you intend to diifhlve the Salt 
in, you frft boyl the bruifed seed of Azife, 
iweet Fennel, Caraway, and Coriander, a Dram 
or two Drams of each, to a Quart 0 Waters 
it will be the better, becauie thole Sceas 
~ have a peculiar Virene 0, paci'ying the ex- 
orbitant Fury of the Pyloruss, you may put in 
the Sait in tae boyling, wade will extract 
the Vircucs of the Seeds, fooner ana better 
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than Water alone can do. But beware that 
you neither boyl, infufe or warm any Liquor 
in which the Salt is, in Brafs or Copper Vef- 
fels, but in Silver Tin or Earth, left it at- | 
tract from the Metal fomewhat difagreable . 
to rhe Stomach. It ufually eafeth the Pain in 
two or three Hours time, fometimes fooner; 
but. where the Stomach will not retain it, or 
at doth net overcome and expell the obftrudét- 
ing Matter, in'a few Hourstime, I give a fee 
cond Dofe, and if that fail (as 1 have fome 
few times feen in the dry Gripes and Wind Che- 
lic) then I have recourfeto my Areanum'U- 
niverfale, which bleffed be the Almighty) 
hath not, that I remember ever failed me. 
Note, that after the Pains are allay’d, it is ne 
ceffarv to purge the Body divers times, with 
the Salt diffolved in the aforementioned De- 
coétion of Seeds, tocarry off the remaining 
Excrefcence, which otherwife, retaining a 
Gileafy Ferment, may foon caufe a frefh Dil- 
order. But in a bilious Cholic, known by Bit- 
ternefs of the Mouth, Vomiting, Yellownefs 
of the Skin, @c. you may leave out the 
Seeds and give it in Water only, the Seeds 
being more precifely adapted to the Help of 
the Wind Cholic, Gripes, Iliae Paffion, &c. yet 
they are endowed with a general Virtue of 
pacifying the Pylorus. 

In a Diarrhea or common Leofenefs, boy] 
forme Bran in pure Water, ftrain the Decotti- 
on, and ina Pint of it diffolve three Drams 
of the Salt, and drink it up at twice, at three 

id zi or 
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or four Hours Diftance ; do this three or * 
four times over if need be. But in a Dy/entery 
or Bloody-Flux, 1 give the Salt ditfolved in a 
Decottion of red Role Leaves 5 half an 
Ounce a Day as long as is required, after 
both which, the Patient muft be purged with 
the whole Dofe diifolved in a Quart of the 
fame Decottion, in which it was given be’ore 
to fweeten the Acrimony. In the Bloody-Flux, 
[have given fix Drams of it Clyfter-wiie in 
the aforefaid Decoétion, befides givtng it at 
the Mouth by two Drams at atime, twicea 
Dav, and that with great Succefs, 

In Head-Achs, Inflummations and Rheums in 
the Eyes, | give five or fix Drams every o- 
ther day, fo long asthere is need, many of 
which it hath taken away at three or tour 
times taking, But as an auxiliary Topick, in 
Inflammations ind Rheums of the Eyes, lordera 
few Drops of my AquaOpthalmica, to be dropt 
into the Eyes, two or three times a day. 

In the Jtch, Botches, Boyls, and other Che- 
berich Eruptions of the Skin, 1 give half an 
Ounce or five drams every day, diffoived in 
a Quart or three Pints of Water or new 
Whey, in the Morning, as the Mineral-Wa- 
ters ior a Week, Fornight, three Weeks, or 
a Month together, as the Greatnefs of the 
Difeafe requires: In thofe Cafes it cannot be 
enough commended. I have cured fome 

~ that have been adjudged Leprous: In thofe 
Difeafes I order together with it, my Volarle 
Spirit of Salt, to be taken inwardly, as in the 
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Scurey, and my Ajus Phagadenica to be 
uled outwardly, by waihng with it twice 
a Day. 

In Heat or Gravel in the Kidzeys, or Stop- 
page or Heat 0 Udine; firlt | purge the 
Body wih one wio.e Dofe, then aifio!ve an 
Ounce in a Quart of Water in summer, or 
warm Poffer-drink in Winter, and let the 
Patient drink halfa Pin: ac Night going to 
Bed, and alfo early in the Morning ; befides 
which, I order thuty or forty dropsa day 
of mv Folatle Spirit of Sale, cont nuing the 
Ule of choie, til the preternatural Heat be 
gone, the Obftiuétions opened, or Gravel 
ceaicth to come away. 

Thus I have in as briefa manner as Icould, 
fet down my Experience of the internal Ute 
of this Medicine, wherein I am not con{cious 
to my iel!, that I have in any thmg com- 
mended it beyond its juft Merit. I fhall in 
the next Place add fomething concerning its 
éxternal Virtues and Ute: To which by 
way of Conclufion and Confirmation, I thall 
fubjoyn the Obiervations of fome leirned 
and skiltul Phyficians concerning its Virtues, 
which they have been fo kind to communi- 
cate to me for the publick Good. 


Of the external Ufe of Sal Solutisuin. 


fe FI S Salt hath its peeuliar Excellen- 
cies in Chirurgery, as well as in Phy- 
fick : It preiently ftops Bleeding; cures an 
Ofdinary Wound, whether iucifed or con- 

tuied. 
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tufed, at one fingle Dreffing ; but if the 
Wound be large and lacerated (provided it 
be timely and duly applied) at two or three 
Dreffings, as I my felf have divers times 
 feen. It takes away all Inflammation and 

Pain from the Wound, in halt an Heurs 
time, never fuffering it to come to Suppura- 
tion, but cures it by the firft Intension. 
There are three Ways of preparing it, to 
apply it to Wounds. 

The firft is to take fome of the Chriftalline 
Salt, in the Summer time, and {pread it thin 
Ina broad GlafS dith, or earthen one glazed, 
and expofe it tothe Sun all day, ftirring it 
now and then, and covering it with aclean 

’ Paper, to keep any Duft from falling into it, 
and ina few days you will have it come toa 
Powder like fine Flower 5 when it is brought 
.to this State, | believe it will perform ail 
things which are rightly aferibed to the Sym- 
> pathetick Powder: But this {leave and ree 
commend to the Tryal of the ingenious ; 
among which, ifany fhall be fo generous to 
communicate to me any Eiifects of this Sale, 
which may be of further Use to the publick, 
they fhall be thankfully received, and again 
improved to that End. The fecond way is to 
put fome of the Salt in double Papers, about 
half'an Ounce or lefs in Papef, and wear it 
fometime it the Pocket, that the Warmth of 
the Bady may fupply the Place of the Sun’s 
Heat, and in like manner bring it to an im- 
_ palpable Powder; and this may be done inthe 
) | Winter 
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Winter-time without Attendance ar Trouble. 
The third way is to diffolve four Ounces of 
the Salt ina Quart of warm Water, put inte 
a Bottle, and jhaking it till it is all diffolved, 
and keeping it clofe ftopt up for Ufe. The 
firft way it is moft powerful ; the lafi of the 
leaft Efficacy ; but either way will well ferve. 
For a fmall Wound or Hurt, take a little of 
the Powder of the firft or fecond Preparaticn, 
and Jay ic upon the Wound pretty thick and 
bind it on ciofe, fo that no Air may come ia, 
and let it continue on till *tis healed, which 
will quickly be ; butit is convenient to let it 
remain on fortwo or three days, that it may 
be confirmed: If at any time when you take 
off the dreffing, you find in a Cut that it is not 
fufficiently confolidated, or in a Brusfe, that 
all the Sorenefs and Blacknefs is not gone, 
prefently apply a little more of the Medicine, 
and let it lye till che Hurt is quite well. But 
if you have not the Powder of the firft or fee 
cond Preparation, then take a Pledget of Lint 
or fine Tow, or a fine Linnen. Rag three or 
four times double, which let be well and 
throughly wetted with the water ofthe third 
preparation, and apply that to the Hurt as 
the other, which once in twelve Hours or 
oftner, if need be, you may moiften all over 
with fome of the fame Water, without open- 
ing it, if the Wound be large. Where the 
Wound is large or lacerated, firft let it be clean 
wafhed wich warm Urine, fo that it may be 
frecd from Dirt or other extraneous Matter, 
then 
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then take fuch a Quanity of the Powder, as: 
youthink neceffary well to cover the Wound, 
and mix it with fo much of the white of an 
Egg (firft well beat till ic be thin) as will 
make into the Confiftency of a pretty thin 
Liniment, which {preaa upon fine Tow, or 
fine Lianen, and apply it to the Wound with 
convenient Bandage, letting it remain two or 
three days before you open it; except in that 
“time you find any confiderable Pain, which 
if you do, it is a Sign that the Air hath ac- 
cefs tothe Wound, and then open it, and 
prefently apply a frefh dreffing, as clofe as 
poffible you can. Note, that If there be in 
the Wound fuch torn ragged Flefh, that hath 
taken Air, and you judge uncapable of Con- 
glutination, take it off with your Sciffers 
before you apply the dreffing. If you have 
not the Powder, then ufe the Wateras above 
directed, The Powder will anfwer all the 
_ Intentions of Cure in an Amputation, being 
duly apply’d with good Bandage, 

It cures Ruptures in Children, if the Rape 
ture be firft put up, and then the Powder 
mixt with the white of an Egg (as for a 
Wound) and applyed to the Scrotum or Na- 
vel, (as the Rupture is) with convenient Ban- 
dage, and renewed every fourth Day, and

- the 
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the Agglutinating of Ruptures. ‘ Suppofe ‘thé 
Child be two or three Years! of Age, diffolve 
half an Ounce of the Salt in'a Pint of the De- 
cottion, and give the Child three Spoonfuls 
of it Night and Morning, renewing the De- 
coétion and Salt againft that is done; and con- 
tinue the Courfe for fix Weeks; ‘and by 
God's Bleffing the Cure. will be effeted. If 
the Child be younger, two Spoonfuls may be 
enough, if Elder, vou muft give it more ac- 
cording to the Rules before given, varied 
with Difcretion. 

It alfo effects the fame in‘ Fraétures of 
Bones, being uled in the fame manner, both 
inwardly and outwardly, for it powerfully 
affifteth ature, in forming the Callus, 
and alfo preventeth Fevers, which not fel- 
dom happen upon thofe Accidents. 

Half a Grain, or a Grain at a time, of the 
Powder may be blown up into the Noftrils 
daily Night and Morning, to ferve as an Er- 
rhine, or {neezing Medicine ; for it pleafantly 
and copioufly evacuateth fuperfluous Moi- 
fture, by which it cureth Catarrhs, it being 
alfo taken inwardly every other Day for fome 
time, in fuch a quantity as may give three or 
four Stools, which is ordinarily done with 
half an Ounce. It giveth prefent eafe in the 
Tooth-ach, about a Dram of the Powder, being 
tied up ina Rag, and applied to the pained 
Tooth ; but this is to be underftoed when 
the Tooth-ach proceeds from a fharp Hu-

‘) have by me near forty Obfervations 
more of Cures (wherein Sal Selutivum 
hath been tifed) in diiterent Conititutions, 
Ferments and Diteales, as well complicate 
as fimple; but becaufe other Medicines 
have been ufed, together ~with the Salt, | 
fnall forbear to'add. any of them except you 
defire it. But as to Particulars let this tol- 
lowing Account ferve for all, it being a 
Cure perform’d by igupon my own Body, 
and for the Grescneieok it; deferves to. be 
put as a Frontifpiece beforethe reft.. Take 
it thus. At firit I had.a fmall Pain for fome 

Hours, with a gentle Inflamation, which 
encreafing after one day, broke forth into — 
Pimples, and fome Puftles, near the Spina 
Dorfi on the right Side, with a gradual and 
daily boring as wich an Auger, inwardly - 
from that Part, untill by the third day it 
had reached in a ftrait Line, the right fide - 
of the Umbilicus : The Superficies of each 
pained part, I could have covered with a 
Crown piece.

HOWUGH many and various Kinds 
of purging Salts have been recom- 


“mended {ince the firft Publicatidn of this to 


the World (which is fifty three Years fince) 
yst none of them has kept up that folid Cre- 


dit 
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dit which this {till maintains with all lip 
ufe it to this Day, as well judicious Phy fici- 
ans, as private Gentlemen, ec. For allowing 
thele Salts to be- well prepared at the firit, 
and that they were then no defpicable Me- 
dicines; yet fo many have been the preten- 
ded Preparers of them, who to underfell each 
other, have invented the moft accurate Ways 
of difguifing or imitating rather than of pre- 
paring them, that new the mere Name of 
them only is left, (which thefe dext’rous 
Imitators know very well, will content the 
Generality of their Purchafers) while their 
Properties are only Prefumptive, and their _ 
Virtues in Nubibus a 

When once the Ufe of this Sal Solutivum 
had fomewhat obtained in the World, Dr. 
Nehemiah Grem, and after him moft Chymifts 
about the City, expos'd to the Publick a 
Salt by the Name of Sal Catharticum and A- 
marum, giving out that they made it from > 
Epfom and other Purging Waters ;the Truth 
of which is much to be doubted, confidering 
the Nature of that Mineral; and how-low a 
Price they firft fold it at tho’ now five times 
lower., Be that.as.it will; I know fuch a Salt 
as the beft of Dr. Grew’s, when he fold it for 
fourteen Shillings per Pound, may be prepared 
without any of the Mineral Waters, thus: 

Take of the Liquor of Salt which runs 
from the Heaps of Salt in Salters and Oyl 
Mens Shops (which moft of them fave, by 
fetting Veilels to catch it) two Pounds, put 

it 
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it into a Glafs retort or low Body, and pour 
upon it by degrees twelve Ounces of well de- 
phlegmated Oyl of Vitriol : ; apply a pretty 
large Receiver, and lute it well5 then diftill 
in Sand till all the Spirit of Salt is come over, 
giving after that a ftrong Fire for two Hours, 
to drive out any of the Oyl of Vitriol that 
may remain unfalificated: When the Gials 
is cold, you may add warm Water to the 
Salt to diffolve it. Filter the Liquor whilft 
warm, after having evaporated about a third 
Part of it in a clean Glals or earthen Pan, fet- 
ting the Remainder in a cool Place for forty 
eight Hours to chryftallize. Tlfis doth not 
affume fuch a Figure in the Shooting, as the 
ae Mirabile Glauberi, but differs much from 

: This fhoots into fine Needles 5 is white 
aad foft, much refembling Snow, and is of a 
bitter Tafte. Tis a gentle Purge, but not fo 
univerfally agreeable to the Stomach, as Sal 
Solutivum, for which Reafon the latter had 
~ the Preference, when the Sal Catharticum was’ 
at the Height of Repute: But how. much 
thefe latter Salts which they call Epfoms are 
degenerated from that of Dr. Grew’s, Lyming- 
ton, whence they are fent by Hoy J Vind: and 
other Parts where they are forced up ‘from 
the very Refule of the Salt Pans, will inform 
any Enquirer. 

Then upon my Father’s Tranflating and 
-Publifhing Glauber’s Work, ieveral Chymifts

éxternally ; and in degree imitated ats Taft 
to thofe who gave their Judgement froma 
fuperficial Compaiiion, thefe iorward Gen- 
tlemen would needs force to be the very fame 
with it ; though to any confiderate Obferver, 
there is a maniteft Differckice between the ve- 
ry Figure and Complexion of the Chryftalls, 
the Figure of theirs being ‘piramidal like Ni- 
tre, of this, Cubical; their Chriftalls being 
of a dirty muddy Caft, and thefe perfeétly 
bright and tran{parent.
